BOWIE, Md., April 13. — Conditions were 
just about as disagreeable as could have 
been imag^ined for Friday’s racing at Bowie 
this afternoon. A drizzling cold rain fell 
continuously and the track was covered with 
sloppy mud, but such a condition does not 
mean much over this track. 

There was a natural falling off in the at- 
tendance by reason of the weather condi- 
tions. though it was a surprisingly large 
crowd that braved the weather and cheered 
the winners to victory. The program was 
built for selling platers and three of the 
races were sprints out of the chute. One 
of these, over the six and a half furlongs 
route, attracted the best field of the after- 
noon and brought victory to Camouflage. 

In this race only six went to the post and 
it was agreed that Camouflage and Saga- 
more were the natural contenders. They 
finished first and second, but Sagamore had 
so often proved himself a mud runner of 
high degree that he was chosen by most of 
the students of form. Camouflage w’as in 
a running mood and after racing Minute 
Man into defeat, Smallwood sent him into 
a safe lead, where he splashed along to an 
easy victory. Sagamore, as is frequently 
the case, was a bit slow in beginning, but 
W'orked his way up on the outside and 
through the stretch Abel drove him furi- 
ously in an effort to catch the winner, but 
it was without avail. Then for the third 
place there was a rather exciting finish 
when The Peruvian beat Minute Man a 
head. Camouflage was operated on by Dr. 
McCarthy last November to correct the 
bleeding habit with which he was afflicted 
and has not bled since the operation. By 
his victory he piclcs up three pounds in his 
race tomorrow. 



AT HO.TIE IX GOING. 



Vanity Bag from the stable of Paul Pow- 
ers .splashed to victory in the opening half- 
mile dash for maiden two-year-olds. The 
fact that .she wa.s a daughter of Crimper, a 
horse that was greatly handicapped in mud- 
dy going, made many believe that the going 
wa.s a bar to her, but this was all wrong. 

Duelma raced along with the Powers filly 
to the head of the .stretch, but she had 
enough there and in the last eighth there 
wa.s a general clo.sing up back of Vanity Bag, 
but none came close enough to seriously 
threaten. Julia M. fini.shed second, while 
Gladys V. beat the tiring Duelma for third. 

,J. H. Stotlcr’s St. Lawrence was one of 
the most widely-touted maidens at Bowie 
before the meeting opened and in the seven- 
eighths of the second race he escaped from 
the class of non»-winners with ridiculous ease. 
The muddy going, no doubt, helped some 
and when West Pittston and War Burton 
failed to leave the post with the others there 
was not much left to give argument. 

St. Lawrence rushed right away from the 
others and Dorothy Pop was second until 
nearing the stretch turn, where Scobie drove 
Madson up on the outside to take that place 
from her and finished out in second place. 

BESSIE LEIGIITON’.S GOOD RACE. 



Bessie Leighton ran a good and game race 
In winning the six and a half furlong dash 
that was the third race. To win she closed 
a considerable gap. wearing down and pass- 
ing Feodor an<l Whalebone in the final 
eighth. Whalebone was the early pacemaker, 
but Feodor quickly raced past him and out- 
paced him to the head of the stretch. There 
Feodor seemed the winner, but he gave it 
up utterly in the last eighth. 

James Arther’s Sag.amore was well beaten 
In the fourth race and he lost the horse 
through the claiming box, but there was 
some atonement when Miracle Man, which 
he saddled for I>. I.,. Richards in the mile 
and seventy yards of the fifth race, was 
returned the winner. This good mud-run- 
ning son of Sweep decisively beat Super, 
while Maize raced into third place. 

St, (lerinain atoned for his recent defeat 
when he won the sixth race, a dash of a 
mile and a sixteenth. It is just possible that 
had McLane on Jacques, which finished sec- 
ond. been more energetic on this plater he 
might have won, hut McLane was not alert, 
and his mount was beaten a neck. Zouave, 
after setting the early pace, lasted to be 
third.

HUNT MEETING AT BELMONT 



Two Days of Sport, April 28 and 
May 1, at Big Westchester 
Racing Association Plant. 



XEW TOP.IC, X. T.. April 13.— The two-day 
meeting of the United Hunts Racing As.so- 
ciation, which will usher in the metropolitan 
season this y'car. promises to he a more 
ambitious undertaking than any' this organi- 
zation has undertaken heretofore. A change 
has been made from the original dates as- 
signed so that the first day' of racing will be 
held at Belmont Park April 28. followed by 
a second day' of the sport Tuesday', May' 1. 

For the first lime racing officials of the 
Jockey Club tracks will preside over the ama- 
teur meeting. Mars C’a.ssidy will act as 
starter, C. Cornehlsen as judge, and Albert 
Burlen as clerk of the .scales. 

The shift from Belmont Park terminal to 
the Belmont Park track will make the United 
Hunts meeting a far more attractive prop- 
osition. The spacious stands of the West- 
chester Racing Association plant will afford 
ample accommodations for a large crowd 
which may be expected to turn out on Satur- 
day. April 28. This will be the first oiipor- 
tunity afforded New Yorkers to see the thor- 
oughbreds in action this year. 

The programs for the meeting were dis- 
tributed among horsemen at the local tracks 
today and it is expected that a iiumher of 
the horses now preparing for the regular sea- 
son at the I..ong Island courses will he given 
an opportunity' by their trawiers to show their 
w’ares in the United Hunts race.s. 



EELLERMAN IS DEVELOPING 



XEW yonic. X. Y., Api-n in.— one ot the 
horses which is attracting considerable at- 
tention jit Belmont Park during training 
hours is the four-year-old Kellernian, a son 
of Seahorse II. and Herrmana, which Charh*s 
Snyder is training for W. Wennik of Ja- 
maica. This colt only' '.von his way out of 
the maiden ranks last fall, hut he has de- 
veloped so rapidly during the winter that 
his owner has entered him in all of the big 
handicaps of the metropolitan season. 



LOUISVILLE, Ky.. April 13.— Changed 
weather conditions brought a halt in the 
training of the Derby candidates at both 
Loui.sville tracks today and but few trainers 
asked their charges to run in the muddy 
going brought about by heavy overnight 
rain.s. 

John S. Ward sent his Derby colt Donges 
for three-eighths of a mile in company with 
Colonel Whalen merely as an “opener” for 
a longer gallop tomorrow. The son of Celt 
is in the best of condition and galloped the 
distance in 36 2-5, the first quarter being 
caught in 24. 

Bo McMillan was another Derby' eligible 
a.sked to work. The big Ballot colt was 
anxious to run when trainer Lou Cahn told 
Stanley Veal to let liim go a mile in about 
1:48. He went the quarter in 23 3-5. half 
in 52, three-quarters in 1:18 and galloped 
out the mile in 1:17. Bo McMillan looks fit. 
He has been slowdy' trained all the winter 
and spring and is ready' to give hi.s “icest 
when called upon. That he is a good colt 
every expert and w’ork watcher who has 
.seen him in training will testify'. 

United Verde, stable companion of Whisk - 
away, was galloped three-quarters of a mile 
this morning in 1:17 1-5. This horse is about 
one of the best racers in the country over 
a muddy track. He is in fine condition and 
has trained soundly. Great things are ex- 
pected of the son of Golden Maxim this 
spring. He will be started in all the fixtures 
in w'hich he is entered, especially if the 
track should be heavy the day the stakes 
are decided. 

All the Derby candidates at Douglas Park 
again got a day' of rest, due to the condition 
of the cour.«e. Cartoonist and Hy'perion, the 
**Bud” Fisher Derby' colts, were given long, 
.slow gallops. They probably will be “blowed” 
out tomorrow, be given a fast work Sunday 
and put on the train Sunday' night or Mon- 
day' headed for Jamaica. Long Island. 

The Meadowbrook Stable, owned by Mc- 
Keon and Siets, Californians, is one of the 
latest to arrive at the Bow'ns. In this stable 
is Prince Tii Tii, a Derby candidate; Bon 
Homme and Sir Iveonid, al.so four promising 
two-year-olds, the get of the young Cali- 
fornia sire War Shot. Their names are:

Long rode with success at 
Tijuana, where lie won forty-seven races 
during the meeting there. 



CHAS. F. GRAINGER DEAD 



IX)UISVILLE, Ky'., April 13. — Charles F. 
Grainger, former mayor of Ixmisville, and 
for many years president of the New' Louis- 
ville Jockey Club, as well as president of 
(irainger & Company', iron founders, of this 
city', one of the oldest industries of I..ouis- 
ville, w'ho died this afternoon, w'as one of the 
be.st know'n men in Kentucky'. 

Though he had retired from the presidency' 
of the race track when it was merged into 
the Kentucky' Jockey Club. Mr. Grainger 
continued to be resident manager of Church- 
ill Dow’ns. 

Mr. Grainger w'a.« one of the moving spir- 
its in the reorganization of racing in Ken- 
ti!cky. which re.sulted in the elimination of 
the Cella-Adler-Tillcs interest.s and the for- 
mation of tiie company' w’hich obtained con- 
trol of Churchill Downs, Douglas l*ark, Lex- 
ington and Latonia. 

He was also largely' instrumental in per- 
suading the New' Loui.sville Jockey Club and 
the State Racing Commisison, of w’hich he 
was a member, to adopt the pari-mutuel sys- 
tem of betting, and while that was on trial 
W'as its stanch supporter and carried it 
tlirough to complete success. While on the 
State Racing Commission he took an unalter- 
able stand against reinstatement of any' per- 
son who had been ruled off the turf for cheat- 
ing. 



NONE READY FOR MARYLAND 

NEW YORK. N. Y„ April 13.— W. H. Kar- 
rick, trainer for tl:e Oneck Stable and W. R. 
(’oe, is going along slowly with his big string. 
He will not attempt to have any' horses ready 
for the Maryland meeting.^, but will await 
the New York opening. His son. Kenneth 
Karrick, how’cver. is campaigning eight 
horses in Maryland. Five of these are the 
horses left from the fifteen which he took 
to Cuba la.st fall and the other three are 
juvenile fillies whicn his father sent him % 
few days ago from Belmont I*ark. 



Practically All the Prominent Ken- 
tucky Derby Candidates, Ex- 
cept Geldings, Are Named. 

BALTIMORE, Md.. April 13.— The Mary- 
land Jockey (^lub today announce<I the en- 
trie.s for the $50, 000 Preakness Stakes, to bo 
run at Pimlico Saturday, May' 12, the clos- 
ing day' of tl:e meeting. 

The total nominations number 1 V2, three 
le.ss than for the Kentucky* Derby. How'ever 
gelding.s are not eligible for the Preakness. 
whereas they' are permitted to start in Ken- 
tucky's famous race and this in a measure, 
accounts for the fewer entries as practically 
all the colts and lillios named for the historic 
Churchill Downs fixture are included among 
the Preaknes.s entries. A total of fifty-eight 
different interests are represented in the 
nominations. 

There will be no conflict in dates this 
y'ear for the running of the Preakre^s and 
Kentucky' Derby as was th<» case last year. 
The Proakn**ss will be decid^^d on May’ 12 
and the Derby' a week later. This happy' ar- 
rangement w’ill give owners an opportunity 
to start their representatives in both races 
and several turfmen already have made it 
know'n that it is their intention to try' for 
both rich prizes. 

In addition to tlie Easte"n turfmen who 
have their stables cither here in Maryland 
or in New York, a number who are quarte’ed 
at the I.ouisville tracks are planning to ship 
their Preakness candidates b.ere and finish 
their training at Pimlico, shipping back to 
Kentucky' immediately after the big race of 
May 12. 

The Preakness has $50,000 addled rnd is 
for three-year-old colts and fillips, geldings 
not being eligible. The distan'^e is one mile 
and an eighth. This old fixture and the 

Belmont Stakes, to lie run at Pel nont Park, 
are the richest stakes for three-year-olds 
run in the East.

Difficulties Facing Annual 
Opening Meetings. 

Many Horses Present with 
Few Fit to Race. 

An Eastern Campaign to Fit 
Donges. 



To open the show has always been the 
toughest assignment on the bill. The first line 
is always most difficult to put over and the 
way is always paved for the headliner by hard 
work and little appreciation. And all of this 
applies particularly to a racing season. The 
good horses have so much before them that 
they are in no hurry to make an appearance 
and the riding stars, like the stars of the 
stage, wait until the patronage has warmed up 
and the spotlight is functioning.

All of this applies with peculiar force to the 
racing at Bowie. It has been a fairly good 
meeting, but it occupies number one place on 
the bill and has all the difficulties that come 
with the opening of the show. Secretary Mc- 
Lennan has had to frame his programs with 
few well-trained horses. Marshall Cassidy has 
had to start green two-year-olds, for the most 
part ridden by inexperienced jockeys. With 
these difficult handicaps results have been as 
satisfactory as was to have been expected. 

The way has been paved for the meetings 
that follow. The show has been opened and 
the patrons have w’armed up for the entrance 
of the top liners. It now remains for the 
top liners to be worthy of the opening. Horsi 
men have so many chances that they are 
able to pick and choose just where they will 
make their racing endeavor. It is no longer 
merely a question of making the selection be 
tween Memphis and Benning. It is Bowie or 
several others. Horses are reserved for Lex- 
ington or Huntington, Akron or Columbus, 
while Tijuana is still running. 

Then, as the season expands, though all of 
the stalls may be occupied at an early spring 
racing ground, it dees not mean clamoring 
to fill the entry box. Too many of the sta- 
bles pick out a spring track simply as a train- 
ing ground and with no intention of taking 
part in the racing. 

Seldom is there a meeting that does not 
bring the limit in applications for stalh. The
